N 1915 Mr. Vanderhoef was employed by the accounting firm of Price Waterhouse and Company 
of New York. Early in 1916 he joined Turner Halsey Company, a New York textile firm. After 
some months in the New York office he went to the mills for practical experience in the manufacturing 
of textiles. He spent some six months at the Mount Vernon-Woodberry Mills, Tallassee, Alabama 
and later spent some time at their plant in Columbia, South Carolina and Mount Vernon Mills 
in Baltimore. Early in 1917 he returned to Turner Halsey Company in their Export Division. After 
World War | started he enlisted in the U.S.A. Signal Corps, Aviation Division and was finally 
discharged as a First Lieutenant F.A. After the war he again returned to Turner Halsey Company. 
Between 1923 and 1926 he travelled extensively in Central and South America and the West 
Indies. In 1928 the company formed an export subsidiary, and he was made Vice President and 
Treasurer-Director ef the Turner Halsey Export Corporation, later becoming President. A year later

Currency convertibility on an open and 
free basis is still far from being accom- 
plished, although England has abolished 
the so-called varieties” of sterling, 
which has freed the pound outside the 
dollar area. Even if Britain establishes 
full convertibility, there will be certain 
exchange controls for some time. Ger- 
many and the Netherlands are also ap-

proaching currency convertibility on a 
piecemeal basis. 
Former agricultural countries such as 


Africa and Pakistan are rapidly modern- 
izing. European production now far ex- 
ceeds pre-World War II output. Japan 
and India are also speeding up their in- 
dustrialization. 

Foreign competition is becoming more 
and more intense in a good many U.S.A. 
industries; and I would like to cite the 
one in which I am most familiar. How 
many people realize the Japanese cotton 
textile industry has been completely mod- 
ernized since World War II? It is oper- 
ated just as efficiently as any new mill 
in the United States. The average wage 
paid a textile worker in Japan is some 
15¢ per hour, whereas in the U.S.A. our 
average is $1.30 per hour. Please bear 
in mind textile manufacturing is a com- 
paratively light industry and young girls 
are well suited for most of the work. They 
live under ideal conditions in modern dor- 
mitories at the mill where they enjoy real 
club life after working hours, including 
an excellent health program. There is 
always a long waiting list of applicants at 
every mill, as life for these young girls 
is far more pleasant at the mill than at 
home. Work, therefore, in Japanese tex- 
tile mills is far from being in the category 
of slave labor. In the manufacture of cot- 
ton textiles about 50% of the cost consti- 


ee ee a 2 Se Sl le 


tutes labor. It is, therefore, easily under- 
standable why Japan can undersell all 
other cotton textile producing countries 
except India. 

For comparison purposes, it might in- 
terest the reader to know the average 
wages per hour expressed in dollars and 
cents in the principal cotton textile pro- 
ducing countries: 


United States $1.30 per hour 
Switzerland 43 per hour 
Great Britain 40 per hour 
France .38 per hour 
Germany .32 per hour 
Japan 15 per hour 
India .12 per hour 


From the above you will note the Indian 
wage is even less than Japanese, and her 
average of 12¢ is a comparatively new 
high rate, as only a few years ago the 
Indian worked a full day for what he now 
receives per hour. What’s more, most of 
their raw cotton supply is grown close at 
hand. They are at present shipping large 
quantities of textiles to Great Britain to 
the detriment of English spinners, as 
there is no duty on textiles coming from 
India. With their low wage scale they 
threaten all other countries as_ well. 
Pakistan is also developing a terrific tex- 
tile industry and use mostly their own 
cotton. 

Incidentally, over 1,250,000 American 
factory workers earn their living by mak- 
ing cotton textiles in this country. In ac- 
cordance with American standards, this 
group is certainly not overpaid. They 
constitute a rather large segment of our 
entire manufacturing working force, and 
low paid Eastern textile labor is not only

TOMORROW—Continued 
reducing annually the American exports 
but also threatening the U.S.A. home 
market. In 1954 Japan shipped to the 
United States 48,588,305 square yards of 
cotton textiles in addition to large quan- 
tities of made-up garments. 

The competitive textile situation briefly 
touched upon above is only one example, 
and other industries have their problems. 
The export executive must, therefore, 
bend every effort to overcome present 
obstacles. He will probably spend some 
time and effort in finding out which spe- 
cial items are desired by countries that 
will only use their scarce dollars for items 
they cannot secure elsewhere. He will use 
all new patterns, styles and techniques at 
his command. Rapid shifts and fluctua- 
tions in the buying power of individual 
markets, caused by temporary changes in 
gold and dollar reserves and other factors, 
make it essential that a continuous pro- 
gram of market development be carried 
on in all markets. 

At the 35th Annual Convention of the 
Export Managers Club of New York, the 
general theme is Every Market Counts. 
This subject is extremely important to- 
day, as over-promotion of one’s product 
in markets of seemingly little tangible 
importance at present can easily change 
tomorrow and become important markets. 
Technical assistance programs and a world 
trend towards better educational. facili- 
ties are rapidly increasing the number of 
engineering and _ technical personne! 
abroad, most of whom will be making 
buying decisions, and their familiarity 
with U.S. products might greatly affect 
one’s sales. 

Military expenditures and direct U.S.A. 
private investments abroad are creating 
new markets for consumer and capital 
goods. These situations should be care- 
fully watched and followed up. 

Continued dollar shortages have given 
manufacturers in soft currency countries 
a distinct short-term advantage. In some 
cases this will mean the U.S.A. manu- 
facturer taking a smaller share of those 
particular markets, which is all the more 
reason for operating in more markets and 
working harder to protect one’s share. 

Foreign countries seem to use Interna- 
tional Trade Fairs to a far greater extent 
than we do. Possibly some U.S.A. indus- 
tries would benefit by investigating this 
situation, and the Department of Com- 
merce has a rather complete file on this 
subject and will gladly furnish detailed 
information. 

With the continued high rate of Euro- 
pean buying during the balance of this 
year and barring major international po- 
litical complications, 1955 could be the 
prelude of a still larger export year in 
1956.

SHARING OF FEES 

The Customs Bureau had ruled that the sharing of fees by a licensed custom house 
broker with a foreign forwarding agent would be a violation of the regulations applying 
to customs brokers. The CBFAA felt that a flat rule in this regard would work hard- 
ship upon some arrangements existing between licensed brokers and foreign forwarders, 
which arrangements were basic business contracts, such as are common in all commer- 
cial lines. 

Following this protest, the Bureau suggested an amended regulation, which would 
permit such a sharing of fees, and submitted the proposed regulation to the CBFAA for 
its opinion. This proposal, in their opinion, swung che pendulum to the opposite extreme, 
and left the way open to many of the abuses against which they have been fighting. 
Therefore they also opposed this proposal. 

A long time thereafter, following a hearing in Washington, the Bureau resumed its 
original attitude that any sharing of fees whatever by customs brokers with foreign 
forwarding agents is a violation of the regulation, and that is how tue matter now 
oflicially stands 

Further discussions on this point will be had by the CBFAA Washington Committee 
with the Bureau of Customs, when next they visit Washington. 


PROPOSED REGIONAL LIQUIDATION OFFICES 
Sometime ago, the Treasury Department proposed the establishment of regional 


liquidation offices to consolidate liquidations from various ports in a specified portion of 
the country. 
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The CBFAA vigorously opposed the proposal, on the ground that documents in connec- 
tion with an entry would not be available at the port of entry for a considerable period 
before liquidation. 

They are glad to advise that they are now in receipt of a letter from the Bureau, 
stating that it has decided not to adopt this proposal at this time, or in the near future. 


ADVANCE ENTRIES 


Several years ago, the CBFAA proposed to the Collector at New York that entries be 
accepted after the deadline on any day for passing the following day. In this way, the 
workload of Customs employees was spread, and the congestion during the rush hours at 
the end of each day was relieved. 

Thereafter it was proposed that entries be permitted to be made at New York prior to 
the arriving of these vessels. Here again, the object was to break up the congestion of 
entries when a vessel arrived. This experiment was also tried with success at New York, 
and now T.D. 53726 (see Bureau of Customs section of this issue) makes the procedure 
available at all ports in the country.

ENCOURAGEMENT OF FOREIGN

submitting his recommendation for further 
developing the foreign economic policy of 
the United States. In that message the Presi- 
dent said: 

‘To facilitate the investment of capital 
abroad I recommend enactment of legislation 
providing for taxation of business income from 
foreign subsidiaries or branches at a rate of 
fourteen percentage points lower than the 
corporate rate on domestic income, and a de- 
ferral of tax on income of foreign branches 
until it is removed from the country where 
it is earned,’ 

NFTC supports this recommendation of 
the President as a step in the right direc- 
tion, and urges prompt enactment of imple- 
menting legislation.

ARGENTINE DECREE GOVERNING 
“OLD” FOREIGN INVESTMENTS 

An English translation of an Argentine 
Decree dated January 17th on the subject 
of remittances on account of foreign capital 
brought into Argentina prior to August 26, 
1953, is available upon written request 

It will be recalled that Argentine Law 
14.222 of August 21, 1953, and its regulatine 
decree, No. 19.111/53, of October 14, 1953. 
set forth rules governing the status of new 
foreign investments. These documents per- 
mitted remittances of earnings, two years 
after the investment had been approved and 
registered, up to 8% annually of the foreign 
capital remaining in the country. They ap- 
plied, however, to industrial or mining ac- 
tivities which were “destined to contribute 
to economic development as provided for in 
government plans and directly or indirectly 
to obtain and preserve foreign currency.” 
Decree No. 19.111/53 provided that the Min- 
istry of Finance through the Central Bank 
would study the status of existing capital 
investment and prepare a covering decree 
The present decree is the result of that 
study. 


EXPORT CONTROL OF 
TECHNICAL DATA 


Based on the Recommendations of the 








NFTC Committee on Industrial Property, 
the Council has urged the Department of 
Commerce to revise its recent regulations 
on the export control of technical data so 
that information contained in patent appli- 
cations to the United States Patent Office 
which has not been subject to a secrecy 
order within six months after the filing of 
an application for a patent may be exported 
without any “voluntary clearance” with the 
Department of Commerce. This would not 
affect data which is under mandatory con- 
trol either because it pertains to certain 
types of commodities or because it is being 
sent to certain destinations. (A copy of 
NFTC’s recommendation is available on 
request.) 


BRAZILIAN FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
REGULATIONS 


On January 29th the Brazilian Congress 
passed Law No. 2410 which provides for an 
extension of the present import license re- 
gime to June 30, 1956, but which also em- 
powers the Administration to introduce 
certain changes in the present foreign ex- 
change system. Although the President 
signed and approved the law, Finance Min- 
ister Gudin stated that the government does 
not now intend to alter the current regula- 
tions. He said: “For the time being the 
Government does not contemplate applying 
the steps authorized under Article II of 
Law No. 2410 of January 29, 1955, which 
extends the regulations laid down under 
Law 2145 which governs commercial trans- 
actions with foreign countries. Neither has 
the Government any intention of introduc- 
ing alterations in the present foreign ex- 
change system.” 

If at a future date the Executive Branch 
should wish to effect changes in the regu- 
lations, it can under Article II do away, 
entirely or in part, with the public auction- 
ing of foreign exchange and consequent 
granting of import licenses. It could deter- 
mine that all imports should be paid for 
through exchange secured in the free mar- 
ket plus a surcharge as follows: 

The amount of the surcharges to be paid 
over and above the free market rate would 
be based on the averages of the premiums 
paid in the public auctions in the previous 
three months period. The percentages in the 
various categories would be as follows: first 
category—35%; second category—50%; third 
category—65%; fourth category—75%; fifth 
category—100%. The law also provides that 
50% of the premiums be paid on receipt of 
import licenses; the balance to be paid, to- 
gether with import duties, upon clearance 
by the Customs authorities. It is probable 
that regulations implementing and clarify- 
ing Law No. 2410 will be drawn up in the 
near future. 
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ADVANCE ENTRIES 


The Bureau of Customs has just issued 
T.D. 53726 which amends its Regulations 
relating to advance entries. This Decision 
suggests that the Bureau wants to encour- 
age importers to make advance entries so 
that the workloads in the Customs Service 
can be better distributed. As the Bureau 


states, peak workloads occur due to the 
arrival of carriers on weekends and holi- 
days, to inclement weather delaying the 


arrival of carriers, and for other reasons. 
The Bureau explains that the purpose of the 
amendments to the Regulations is to pro- 
vide better service to importers, and to 
utilize customs personnel more effectively. 
The amendments allow importers to present 
formal entry papers for preliminary exami- 
nation before these papers are officially 
accepted and prior to the arrival of the mer- 
chandise within the limits of the port of 
entry. 

It is understood that this procedure has 
been the subject of a trial for the past year, 
and it has proved to be of considerable ad- 
vantage to both the Customs Service and to 
importers. 

The precise conditions under which ad- 
vance entries may now be made are set 
forth in sections 8.4 (a) and (b) of the Cus- 
toms Regulations, which are amended by 
T.D. 53726. [See Bureau of Customs Section. } 


INTERNATIONAL TRADE & 
TARIFF POLICY FORUM 

On February 3rd, we had a very interest- 
ing International Trade and Tariff Policy 
Forum at the Hotel Astor in New York City 
at which representatives of leading labor, 
agricultural, consumer, and research groups 
participated. 

We are still full of enthusiasm over what 
we heard fram our speakers. There was a 
morning session, a luncheon session, and an 
afternoon session, and we learned more 
about points vital to our business than we 


could learn by sitting for one year at our 
desks. 

We are disappointed that many of our 
members could not attend this forum meet- 
ing, but we understand that many are very 
busy with their own affairs at this time of 
the year. This reminds me of a story of a 
man who refused to take a vacation of even 
a few days because he was always too busy. 
He got into an accident which kept him 
away from his desk for two months. When 
he returned, he found everything had been 
well taken care of. I can vouch for the truth 
of this story as I was the man who had the 
accident. 

The point was stressed by some of our 
speakers, especially by Mrs. Ruebhausen of 
the League of Women Voters, who said that 
especially in Washington those who shout 
the loudest get the most attention. A do- 
mestic manufacturer shouting about the 
harm to his industry by imports gets the 
ear of many people. He just snows under 
importers who are too busy to raise their 
voices or who raise it weakly. By failing to 
acquaint not only Congressmen, but people 
everywhere, with the importance for our 
country in general of liberalized interna- 
tional trade policies, we shall never reach 
our goal against the opposition of small but 
well organized special interests. Mr. Gwynn 
Garnett of the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration and Mr. Ted Silwey of the CIO told 
us how their organizations bring home the 
fundamentals of international trade to their 
members in every nook of the country. 
Their position on liberalized trade policies 
has been developed from the grass roots, 
and sometimes they have to show the oppo- 
nents of those policies that what is good for 
our country as a whole is good for them. 

It was most illuminating to hear them 
explain why they believe that expanded 
trade was good for farmers and labor. They 
reached the same conclusion in different 
ways: “IT IS NECESSARY TO CREATE 
PROSPERITY ABROAD IN ORDER TO 
HAVE CONTINUED PROSPERITY AT 
HOME.” (Continued on page 186)

UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE—Continued 
TOTAL TRADE 


The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise decreased from $1,263.5 million in October 
to $1,241.7 million in November, or to a level only slightly below the November 1953 total 
of $1,247.0 million and about 6% below the 1953 monthly average of $1,314.2 million. Mean- 
while, general imports climbed from $763.3 to $838.9 million, or to only $10.3 million below 
the November 1953 total of $849.2 million and $67.2 million below the 1953 monthly average 
of $906.1 million. M.S.P. (military) exports decreased from $103.7 million in October to 
$85.1 million in November, or to about 61% below the November 1953 total of $216.5 million 
and oo below the 1953 monthly average of $292.6 million. 

During the first eleven months of 1954, exports, including M.S.P. (military) shipments, 
were value@ at $13,760.4 million, or approximately 5 per cent below the comparable 1953 
eleven month total of $14,417.6 million. M.S.P. (military) exports amounted to $2,157.5 
million during the first eleven months of 1954, totalling $1,138.5 million less than ship- 
ments valued at $3,296.0 million under this program during the same period in 1953 
With M.S.P. (military) shipments excluded, exports during the first eleven months of 
1954 were valued at $11,602.9 million, or 4 per cent above the comparable 1953 eleven 
month total of $11,121.6 million. Imports during the first eleven months of 1954 were 
valued at $9,264.4 million, and were at a level about 7 per cent below the 1953 eleven 
month total of $9,966.8 million. (F.T. 900.)

EXPORT CONTROL REPORT 

There has been “a substantial increase” in inquiries from American exporters but no 
“significant changes’’ in the volume or type of export license applications for trade with 
the European Soviet bloe since the announced revised export control regulations last 
August 26. 

In shipments to friendly areas, however, the move has resulted in economies and in a 
reduction of administrative burdens for the export community. 

“In most cases,” Secretary Weeks stated, “United States exporters have asked the 
Department what the policy would be if an export application for shipment of specified 
commodities to the European Soviet bloc were filed ... .Although it is not the practice 
to make a commitment in advance as to what the action will be in a particular transaction, 
the Department has attempted to give some guidance to exporters as to the action which 
is likely to result if they subsequently received a firm order and file a license application. 
In general, applications for shipment of Positive List commodities to the European 
Soviet bloc are ‘likely to be denied,’ while applications for non-Positive List goods ‘may 
be approved’.”

A SUMMARY OF SPECIAL ANNOUNCEMENTS FOR FOREIGN TRADERS 

Air Base Construction in Spain—The entire program for the construction and mainte- 
nance of U. S. military bases in Spain is governed by the terms of the “Defense Agreement 
Between Spain and the United States of America,” signed in Madrid on September 26, 1953, 
and the technical protocols or agreements consummated in pursuance of that basic pact. A 
basic premise of the program from its outset has been that the construction work would 
provide a source of dollar income for Spain. This principle was defined in the terms of one 
of the technical protocols which provides that, insofar as possible, all work is to be accom- 
plished by Spanish firms, employing Spanish labor and using Spanish materials, provided 
there are Spanish firms, workers and materials capable of meeting the requirements of 
quality and time. The United States Navy, Bureau of Yards and Docks, is charged with 


over-all responsibility for the construction program. That agency, which is represented in 
Madrid by the “Officer in Charge of Construction,” consummated an arrangement with three 
American construction firms—Raymond Concrete Pile Co., Walsh Construction Co., and

They both pointed out that higher wages 
abroad and greater consuming power are 
necessary for our own economy. The possi- 
bility of selling our agriculture surpluses 
abroad, and how American workers can 
earn more by exports of manufactured 
products was stressed. The lack of purchas- 
ing power of a large part of the population 
of the world was clearly demonstrated by 
the following figures given by Mr. Silvey: 
Purchases from the United States: by un- 
derdeveloped countries is (per capita) $0.70; 
by transitory countries is (per capita) $1.25; 
by developed countries is (per capita) $5.80. 

Mr. Wesley F. Rennie of the Committee 
for Sconomic Development made a fine 
Statement at our luncheon session giving 


the reasons why his Committee has decided 
to endorse the Eisenhower program and 
also told us about some of the arguments 
of the very small minority opposing this.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—ADVANCE ENTRIES 
It is recognized that peak workloads occur in the processing of formal entries 
on certain days, due to the arrival of carriers on weekends and holidays, inclement 
weather delaying the arrival of carriers, and for other reasons. In order to provide 
better service to the importing public and to utilize customs personnel more effectively, 
§ 8.4, Customs Regulations, is amended to allow importers to present formal entry 
papers for preliminary examination before official acceptance thereof and prior to the 
arrival of the merchandise within the limits of the port of entry, as follows: 


"age 1202 

1. The headnote of the section is amended by changing the first letter of the 
word “Making” to lower case, and by inserting before that word “Preliminary exam- 
ination of entry papers;”. 

2. Paragraph (a) is amended to read as follows: 

(a) Formal entry papers may be presented at the customhouse for preliminary 
examination within such period of time prior to the arrival of the merchandise within the 
limits of the port where the merchandise is to be entered as may be fixed by the collector 
of customs. The entry papers shall not be considered to be “deposited” or “accepted,” nor 
shall the merchandise covered thereby be considered to be entered within the meaning of 
the law or regulations applicable to the entry of the merchandise, until after the arrival 
of the merchandise within the limits of the port of entry and the subsequent deposit of 
estimated duties or subsequent official determination that no deposit is required. After 
presentation of such entry papers and before entry of the merchandise, the importer shall 
not be permitted to pay the duties and taxes, if any are estimated to be due, and shall 
not be permitted to know about, or to have access to, any paper which would disclose 
what packages will be designated for examination, but he may recall the entry papers at 
any time during this period, in which case the collector shall destroy the summary sheet, 
any other document on which the designation of examination packages is 
indicated. Except at the port of New York, such entry papers shall not be numbered or 
dated prior to entry of the merchandise; at New York they may be numbered but shall 
not be dated. The foregoing provisions shall not be applicable to merchandise which is 
to be released under the immediate delivery procedure (see § 8.59), merchandise subject 
to a quantitative or tariff-rate quota, merchandise which is to be entered at a customs 
station, or any merchandise to be covered by an informal entry. [T.D. 53726.] 

3. The following is inserted as a new first sentence of paragraph (b): 

“Except as provided for hereinafter in this paragraph, no entry or withdrawal form 
shall be presented to a customs entry officer at any time when the customhouse is 
not open for the general transaction of business.” [T.D. 53726.] 


IMPORTATION OF EGGS DIRECTLY FROM NETHERLANDS 

Available Certifications by the Government of the Netherlands—Notice is hereby given 
that certificates of origin issued by the Department of Agriculture, Fisheries, and Food 
of the Government of the Netherlands under procedures agreed upon betwen that Govern- 
ment and the Foreign Assets Control are now available with respect to the importation 
into the United States directly, or on a through bill of lading, from the Netherlands of 
the following commodities: 

Eggs, dried; whole, albumen, and yolk. (Foreign Assets Control.) 
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LOST OR MISSING MERCHANDISE—NEW YORK 


At the request of the Collector of Customs at the Port of New York, we like to 
report certain modifications in the procedure relating to lost or missing merchandise 
included in an entry, and to the allowance in the assessment of duty that might be made 
for such merchandise. Under the modified procedure, collectors will no longer send notice 
of shortages to importers; and importers will have to furnish to collectors evidence that 
missing packages were not landed. These modifications apply to section 15.8 of the 
Customs Regulations, and they are set forth in a statement issued by the Collector, the 
full text of which is as follows: 

“When a@ case or other package, manifested and entered, could not be found for delivery, 
the Regulations formerly required us to send a form notice to the importer calling on him to 
furnish information intended to determine whether the case had been landed. As a rule all the 
importer could say of his own knowledge was whether or not he had received the package. 
An importer who does not receive all of a shipment certainly knows it and needs no notice from 
Customs. 

“The Regulations (sec. 15.8) have been amended to provide that allowance shall be made 
in the assessment of duties for lost or missing merchandise included in the entry when ‘it is 
established to the satisfaction of the Collector of Customs before liquidation of the entry 
becomes final that the merchandise claimed to be lost or missing was not imported.’ 

“When the discharging inspector, from evidence furnished by the carrier, determines that 
a missing package was not laden abroad, or was retained on board and delivered to another 
port, or taken out of the country, he reports the case as ‘Not landed.’ When so reported, 
allowance will be made without the necessity for the importer to make out any claim or fill 
out an jorm. 

“When the inspector from the information and evidence before him believes that the 
missing package was actually landed, and was misdelivered or stolen from the pier, reports the 
case as ‘Landed not found, no allowance of duties can of course be made in such cases. 

“When the inspector is unable to determine whether the missing case was landed or not, 
he reports ‘Manifested not found.’ In these cases if the importer wants allowance of duties on 
the missing case, he must make a claim and furnish evidence sufficient to satisfy the Collector 
that the case was in fact not landed. 

“No form or set rule can cover the great variety of situations and facts in different cases. 
What would the importer as a businessman want to satisfy himself whether his case was left 
abroad, was stolen somewhere enroute or lost, misdelivered or stolen after it was landed on the 
pier here? Has his claim on the carrier and the latter’s reply to his claim established whether 
the case was landed or not? What about the insurance settlement, does the insurance investi- 
gator’s report establish whether the case was landed or not? 

“I believe importers can best protect their interests by giving their brokers prompt notice 
of all missing cases. We will make the inspectors’ reports available to importers and brokers 
who wish to see them. If by the time of liquidation of entries out of which a case or cases 
reported as not found we have not received evidence satisfying us that the missing packages 
were not landed, we must liquidate without allowance.” 


NOTE: We believe the Collector’s letter is fully explanatory, but we must stress the 
point that, except in cases where the landing inspector has reported the package at “Not 
landed,” it will be necessary for the importer to make claim for allowance of duty on any 
package not delivered. All members are urged to stress this fact to their importers, and 
specifically advise them that in the case of any shortage (other than a package reported 
“Not landed”), the broker should be promptly notified, and the importer should advance 
whatever facts are available to satisfy the Collector that the missing package was “Not 
ianded,” and therefore an allowance in duty should be made. 

Among other facts which might satisfy the Collector would be an advice from the 
carrier that the missing package had not been landed, or an insurance company report 
that their investigation indicated that the package was “not landed.”

(whether or not packed in ice), filleted, skinned, boned, sliced, or divided into portions, 
not specially provided for: cod, haddock, hake, pollock, cusk, and rosefish, in the three 
years preceding 1955, calculated in the manner provided for in the cited agreement, was 
236,217,495 pounds. The quantity of such fish that may be imported for consumption 
during the calendar year 1955 at the reduced rate of duty established pursuant to that 
agreement is, therefore, 35,432,624 pounds.

332 of the Tariff Act of 1930, with respect to ALSIKE CLOVER SEED provided for in 
paragraph 763 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, be continued. As indicated in the 
public notice of continuation of this investigation (19 F.R. 5067), the Commission has 
been directed by the President to report to him by May 2, 1955, whether the continuation 
beyond June 30, 1955, of the tariff quota imposed on alsike clover seed (19 F.R. 4103) as 
a result of an investigation under section 7 of the Trade Agreement Extension Act of 
1951, as amended, is necessary to prevent or remedy the serious injury to the domestic 
industry, which was reported by the Commission to exist by reason of increased imports 
of alsike clover seed.

The United States Tariff Commission announces a public hearing, to begin at 10 a.m., 
on March 8, 1955, in the Hearing Room of the Tariff Commission, 8th and E Streets, N.W., 
Washington, D. C., in connection with Investigation No. 40 under section 7 of the Trade 
Agreements Extension Act of 1951 as amended, and section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1939, 
instituted November 23, 1954, with respect to RED FESCUE (FESTUCA RUBRA) SEED, 
INCLUDING CHEWINGS FESCUE (FESTUCA RUBRA VAR, COMMUTATA) SEED, de- 
scribed in the public notice of this investigation previously given (19 F.R. 7702). 


KNIT OR CROCHETED COTTON GLOVES AND MITTENS 
The United States Tariff Commission on February 1, 1955, DENIED AND DISMISSED 
the application of the American Knit Handwear Association, Incorporated, Gloversville, 
New York, for an investigation under the provisions of section 336 of the Tariff Act of 
1930 with respect to KNIT OR CROCHETED COTTON GLOVES AND MITTENS provided 
for in paragraph 917 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 


WOMEN’S FUR FELT HATS AND HAT BODIES 

There is reproduced below the White House announcement concerning the President's 
aoe on the Tariff Commission’s report with respect to women’s fur felt hats and hat 
bodies. 

The President concurred with the Tariff Commission’s recent finding that no formal 
investigation should be instituted at this time to determine whether the tariff should be 
reduced on Women’s Fur Felt Hats and Hat Bodies valued between $9 and $24 a dozen. 
The President’s decision means that the present rate of duty, which was increased in 
1950 as the result of an escape clause action, will continue to apply without reduction 
or other modification. 

The President’s action was taken after the views of all interested departments and 
agencies of the Executive Branch had been received and studied. The Tariff Commission's 
report was made pursuant to Executive Order 10401 which requires periodic review of 
actions. taken under an escape clause. It was transmitted to the President on November 
4, . 

The tariff on all Women’s Fur Felt Hats and Hat Bodies was reduced by a trade 
agreement concession effective January 1, 1948. This concession was withdrawn as to 
these products valued between $9 and $24 per dozen on October 30, 1950, as the result 
of an escape clause proceeding before the Tariff Commission. The Tariff Commission's 
report constitutes its third periodic review of the escape clause action taken on these 
products. Copies of the Tariff Commission’s report are available at the Commission.

PLANT QUARANTINE [IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—KINGDOM OF DENMARK 


BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

A summary of the plant quarantine import restrictions of the Kingdom of Denmark 
has been prepared for the information of nurserymen, plant-quarantine officials, and 
others interested in the exportation of plants and plant products to that country 

It was prepared by Mr. W. T. Owrey, Supervisor, Export Certification, Plant Quart 
antine Branch, from the English translations of the texts of Law No. 140 of July 1, 1927 
and the Order of April 27, 1953, and was reviewed by the Danish Ministry of Awgricultur:

PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—ITALY 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Importation Prohibited of Sugar Beet Plants or Parts Thereof 

According to the Plant Protection Bulletin of the Food and Agriculture Organizatior 
of the United Nations for March 1954, Ministerial De« Tree of September 18, 1953, published 
in the Gazzetta Ufficiale No. 218 of September 23, 1953, provides measures for the protec 
tion of sugar beet cultivation against the beet weevil (Temnorhinus mendicus (iyll. - 
Cleonus mendicus Gyll.). Since many beet-growing areas in Italy are still free from this 
pest, it is considered necessary to prevent its further spread 

The present Decree prohibits the importation into Italy and movement across its 
territory of sugar beet plants or parts thereof, except glomerules. It also prohibits the 
transport of such plants or parts of plants from communes declared to be infested by th 
beet weevil to non-infested communes. (P.Q. 469, Rev. Supp. No. 1.)

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IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN ANIMALS AND POULTRY AND 
CERTAIN ANIMAL AND POULTRY PRODUCTS 
MISCELLANEOUS AMENDMENTS 

Pursuant to the provisions of sections 6, 7, 8 and 10 of the act of August 30, 
1890, as amended (21 U. S. C. 102-105, and sec. 32, Public Law 517, 83d Cong., 2d 
sess.), and section 2 of the act of February 2, 1903, as amended (21 U. S. C. 111, and 
sec. 33, Public Law 517, 83d Cong., 2d sess.), the regulations governing the importa- 
tion of certain animals and poultry and certain animal and poultry products, as 
amended (9 CFR 1953 Supp., Part 92), are hereby further amended in the following 


respects: 
1. Section 92.2 is amended to read as follows: 





92.2 General prohibition. No animal or product subject to the provisions of this 
part shall be imported or brought into the United States except in accordance with the 
provisions of this part and Part 94 of this subchapter; nor shall any such animal or 
product be handled or moved after physical entry into the United States and before final 
release from quarantine or any other form of governmental detention except in com- 
liance with such regulations: Provided, however, That the provisions of this section, 
$3 92.3 through 92.5, 92.7 through $2.9, 92.11 through 92.13, 92.15, and 92.16 shall not 
apply to importations of poultry into the United States Virgin Islands. 


2. Paragraph (a) of § 92.3 is amended to read as follows: 

(a) Ocean ports. The following ports are hereby designated as quarantine stations 
and all animals shall be entered through said stations, except as provided in paragraphs 
(b), (c), and (d) of this section, viz: Boston, Massachusetts; New York, New York; 
Baltimore, Maryland; Jacksonville, Miami, and Tampa Florida; San Juan, Puerto Rico: 
New Orleans, Louisiana; Galveston, Texas; San Diego, Los Angeles, and San Francisco, 
California; Portland, Oregon; Tacoma and Seattle, Washington; and Honolulu, Hawaii 


8. The present paragraph (d) of § 92.3 is redesignated as paragraph (e) of said 


section, and a new paragraph (d) is added to said section to read: 

(d)—Special ports. Charlotte Amalie, St. Thomas, and Christiansted, St. Croix, in the 
United States Virgin Islands, are hereby designated as quarantine stations for the entry 
of ruminants and swine from the British Virgin Islands into the United States Virgin 
Islands for immediate slaughter. 


4. Section 92.8 is amended to read as follows: 

92.8 Imspection at the port of entry. Inspection shall be made at the port of entry 
of all horses, ruminants, swine, and poultry offered for importation from any part of 
the world, except as provided in §§ 92.24, 92.25, 92.30, and 92.33. However, the Chief of 
Branch, when he finds that such action may be taken without endangering the poultry 
industry of the United States, may waive inspection at the port of entry or provide for 
inspection at some other point with respect to importations from Canada of eggs for 
hatching, newly hatched poultry, and poultry consigned for immediate slaughter. Al! 
animals found to be free from communicable disease and not to have been exposed 
thereto within 60 days prior to the offer for importation shall be admitted subject to 
the other provisions in this part. Animals found to be affected with a communicable 
disease or to have been exposed thereto within 60 days prior to the offer for importation 
shall be refused entry, except as provided in § 92.28 (c). Ruminants and swine refused 
entry ‘shall be handled thereafter in accordance with the provisions of section 8 of the 
act of August 30, 1890 (26 Stat. 416; 21 U. S. C. 103), or quarantined or otherwise disposed 
of as the Chief of Branch may direct. Horses and poultry refused entry, unless exported 
within a time fixed in each case by the Chief of Branch, shall be disposed of as said 
Chief may direct. Such portions of the transporting vessel, and of its cargo, as have 
been exposed to any such animals or their emanations shall be disinfected in such 
manner as may be considered necessary by the inspector in charge at the port of entry, 
before the cargo is allowed to land. 


5. Section 92.27 is amended to read as follows: 

92.27 Animals from Central America and the West Indies; permits required. A permit 
as provided in § 92.4 shall be secured for the importation of ruminants and swine from 
countries of Central America into any port of the United States and for the importation 
of ruminants and swine from countries of the West Indies into the continental United 
States. The importation of cattle from any area infested with fever ticks, Boophilus 
annulatus, is prohibited, except as provided in § 92.28 (c). i"

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6. Paragraph (a) of $ 92.28 is amended to read as follows: 

(nu) tuminants offered for importation from countries of Central America and the 
West Indies, except as provided in paragraph (c) of this section, shall be accompanied 
by a certificate of a salaried veterinarian of the national government of the country of 
origin stating that such animals have been in said country at least 60 days immediately 
preceding the date of shipment therefrom; that he has inspected such animals on the 
premises of origin and found them free from evidence of any communicable disease; 
and that, as far as it has been possible to determine, such animals have not been 
exposed to any guch disease during the preceding 60 days. If no such veterinary officer 
is available in the country of origin, ruminants, other than sheep and goats, may be 
accompanied by an affidavit of the owner or importer stating that such animals have 
been in the country from which they were directly shipped to the United States for a 
period of at least 60 days immediately preceding the date of shipment therefrom, and 
that during such period no communicable disease has existed among them or among 
animals of their kind with which they have come in contact. Ruminants for which 
such affidavit is presented, unless imported for immediate slaughter, shall be quarantined 
at the port of entry at least seven days and during that time shall be subjected to such 
dipping, blood tests or other tests, as may be required by the Chief of Branch to determine 
their freedom from communicable diseases. If imported for immediate slaughter, such 
animals shall be handled as provided in § 92.23. 

7. The present paragraph (c) of § 92.28 is redesignated as paragraph (d) of said 
section and amended to read as follows: 

(d) If ruminants are unaccompanied by the certificate or affidavit as required by 
paragraph (a), (b), or (c) of this section, or if they are found upon inspection at the 
port of entry to be affected with a communicable disease or to have been exposed thereto, 
they shall be refused entry, except as provided in paragraph (c) of this section. 
Ruminants refused entry shall be handled thereafter in accordance with the provisions 
of section 8 of the act of August 30, 1890 (26 Stat. 416; 21 U. S. C. 103), or quarantined, 
or otherwise disposed of as the Chief of Branch may direct. 

8. A new paragraph (c) is added to § 92.28 to read as follows: 

te) Cattle, which have been infested with or exposed to fever ticks, may be 
imported from the British Virgin Islands into the United States Virgin Islands, for 
immediate slaughter only, if they are free from fever ticks at the time of such importa- 
tion: if they are entered through one of the ports designated in § 92.3 (d) and are consigned 
to a recognized slaughtering center with facilities approved by the Chief of Branch for 
holding the animals in isolation until slaughtered, which shall be within 14 days after 
the date of entry into the United States Virgin Islands; and if they are accompanied by 
a certificate of a responsible official of the government of the British Virgin Islands 
certifying that the cattle originated in and are being shipped directly from the British 
Virgin Islands, that they are free of fever ticks, and that, as far as it has been possible 
to determine, such cattle are free from evidence of communicable disease and have not 
been expused to any such diseas common to animals of their kind, other than splenetic, 
southern, or tick fever, during the 60 days preceding their movement to the United 
States Virgin Islands. 

Pursuant to the provisions of sections 32 and 33 of the Revised Organic Act of 
the Virgin Islands (secs. 32, 33, Public Law 517, 83d Cong., 2d sess.), which amended 
section 6 of the act of August 30, 1890 (21 U. S. C. 104), and section 2 of the act of 
February 2, 1903, as amended (21 U.S. C. 111), the foregoing amendment makes speci- 
fied sections of the regulations inapplicable to certain importations into the United 
States Virgin Islands and permits the importation into the United States Virgin Islands 
from the British Virgin Islands of cattle, which have been infested with or exposed to 
fever ticks upon being freed therefrom, for immediate slaughter under certain specified 
conditions. This amendment also designates Charlotte Amalie, St. Thomas, and Chris- 
tiansted, St. Croix, in the United States Virgin Islands, as quarantine stations for the 
importation of ruminants and swine from the British Virgin Islands to the United 
States Virgin Islands for immediate slaughter. The amendment should be made effec- 
tive promptly in order to be of maximum benefit to persons who are affected by the 
restrictions which are relieved hereby. Under section 4 of the Administrative Procedure 
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Act (5 U. S. C. 1003), therefore, it is found upon good cause that notice and other 
public procedure concerning this amendment are impracticable, unnecessary, and con- 
trary to the public interest, and the amendment may be made effective less than 30 
days after publication in the Federal Register. 

The foregoing amendment shall become effective upon publication in the Federal 
Register. (Dec. 22, 1954.) HORSES FROM MEXICO 

Pursuant to the provisions of section 2 of the act of February 2, 1903, as amended 
(21 U.S.C. 111), § 92.39 of the regulations governing the importation of certain animals 
and poultry and “certain animal and poultry products (9 CFR, 1953 Supp., 92.39), is 


hereby amended to read as follows: 

92.39 Horses from Mexico. (a) Horses offered for importation from Mexico shall 
be accompanied by a certificate issued or endorsed by a salaried veterinarian of the 
Mexican Government showing that said horses have been inspected on the premises of 
origin in Mexico and found free from evidence of any contagious, infectious, or com- 
municable disease, and, as far as it has been possible to determine, they have not been 
exposed to any such disease common to animals of their kind during the preceding 60 
days; Provided, however, That the Chief of Branch may waive the certificate require- 
ment with respect to any or all horses from Mexico when he finds that such action may be 
taken without endangering the livestock industry of the United States. 

(b) Horses offered for importation from tick-infested areas of Mexico shall be 
chute inspected, unless in the judgment of the inspector a satisfactory inspection can 
be made otherwise. If they are found to be apparently free from fever ticks, before 
entering the United States they shall be dipped once in a permitted arsenical solution 
or be otherwise treated in a manner approved by the Chief of Branch. If they are found 
to be infested with fever ticks they shall be refused entry but may be reoffered for 
importation after being handled as prescribed in § 92.35 (a) (2) (ii) for cattle from 
tick-infested areas. 

(ce) Any horse from Mexico may be detained or quarantined at the port of entry 
and there subjected to such tests as may-be required by the Chief of Branch to determine 
freedom from disease, and the ‘importer shall be responsible for the care, feed, and 
handling of such horses during the period of detention or quarantine. 


The foregoing amendment imposes stricter requirements on the importation of 
horses from Mexico in order to more adequately safeguard against the introduction 
of animals affected with or exposed to any contagious, infectious, or communicable. 
disease. The protection of the livestock industry of the United States demands that 
this amendment be made effective promptly. Accordingly, pursuant to section 4 of the 
Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003), it is found upon good cause that 
notice and public procedure concerning this amendment are impracticable and contrary 
to the public interest, and good cause is found for making the amendment effective 
less than 30 days after publication in the Federal Register. Such notice and hearing 
are not required by any other statute. 

The foregoing amendment shall become effective upon publication in the Federal 
Register. (Jan. 29, 1955.)
